Mrs. Donald, F. McKean, who is 
in charge of the drive for the 
auxiliary, asked today that gift 
packages for wounded servicemen 
be left at the Upland Selective 
Service office with Edgar Pierce, 
Legion adjutant. 

‘Tf organizations who are plan- 
ning to make up gift boxes would 
contact me or Mr. Pierce and tell 
us just how much they plan to 
give, we would certainly appre- 
ciate it,” she said.

The new, grapefruit crop is de- 
veloning well and it looks like it 
will be in fairly good sizes, George 
E. Woodhams, county agricultural 
commissioner, reported today in his 
j November report for San Bernar- 

fae county. 

Other citrus information re- 
vealed by Mr. Woodhams disclos- 
ed that lemon picks the past three 
months have been’ exceptionally 
light but production will increase 
considerably the next few months. 
Most of the fruit being picked 
now is partly colored, small in size 
and the smaller sizes are selling 

| below ceiling.

Woodhams said. They have al- 
ready exceeded the 8.1 test in the 
eastern end of the county, which 
means an early season this year. 
Valencias have been small sizes 
and are 90 per cent of the normal 
crop. 

The wine grapes have been com- 
nletely harvested, thé second crop 
having been the largest one which 
growers can remember,
